Berlin, Wednesday, May 21.—The 
majority socialists held a demon- 
Stration of protest Zainst the 
peace terms in the Wilhelmsplatz 
| today. The crowd, in contrast with 
earlier meetings, received the 
speeches of the leaders in frigid 
silence, 

Philipp Schidemann, the chancel- 
lor, said he hoped in the interest of 
humanity to attain a peace by un- 
derstanding on the basis of the 
German counter-proposals. 

While the German delegates at 
Versailles were working for this 
understanding, he added, it was the 
task of the government to raise its 
voice on behalf of the conciliation, 
not the alienation of peoples. A 
peace of conciliation only was pos- 
sible if Germany is included. as an 
equal in the league of nations. The 
league, he declared, was a neces- 
sity, but the government was 
against the _ spirit of its present 
form, which made the Germans the 
slaves of other nations. He con- 
cluded by calling for cheers for 
the league.

East of Rhine. 


Coblenz, Wednesday, May 21.— 
Lieutenant General Hunter Liggett, 
commander of the army of occupa- 
tion, and Major General John Hines, 
commander of the third corps, who 
were on their way to London, to- 
day were recalled to Coblenz hv cr- 
ders from American general head- 
quarters, 

Nine hundred motor trucks began 
to move Tuesday midnight from 
west of the Rhine to the bridgehead 
area. The trucks are being dis- 
tributed to various points of advan- 
tage among the troops holding the 
zone east of the Rhine should the 
occasion arise for the Americans to 
start an advance. 

It is said that the allied troops 
everywhere are ready for an immedi- 
ate advance into Germany should it 
become necessary. 

The recall of Generals Liggett and

ous parts of the area of occupation. 

Reports to American headquarters 
show many instances in the last few 
days of numerous shopkeepers at- 
tempting to overcnarge American 
soldiers and that Germans in the 
streets were particularly arrogant 
and refused in many cases to give 
half of the sidewalk. The Ameri- 
cans have informed the Germans 
that the soldiers are instructed to 
give half of the sidewalk when 
passing civilians, but in no event 
to step off the walk for German 
mates. 

Reports of the lofty attitude of 
civilians began reaching headquar- 
ters a week ago and increased with 
reyorts of delays at Versailles, the 
attitude of the German delegates 
there apparently generally encour- 
aging many civilians to show a sPir- 
it of resentment toward the soldiers.

Washington, May 22.—Passage by 
the house late today of a deficiency 
bill providing urgent appropriations 
of $45,044,500 for war risk allow- 
ances to soldiers’ and sailors’ fam- 
ilies and civil war pensioners, made 
another speed record for the new 
house, which yesterday adopted the 
woman suffrage resolution.

Presidential Campaign Is 
Discussed at Banquet 
Opening Two-Day Con- 
ference Called by Chair- 
man Hays. 


Washington, May 22.—Plans for 
the 1920 presidential campaign were 
discussion by republican men and 
women from all states at sessions 
today opening a two-day conference 
with Will H. Hays, national com- 
mittee chairman. Discussion cen- 
tered on how the women may help 
win the election with the central 
thought being that separate wom- 
en’s organizations are not to be a 
part, except temporarily, of the re- 
publican program. 

Preceding a banquet at which Mr. 
Hays, Senator Cummins, of Iowa, 
president pro tem. of the senate, and 
Speaker Gillett, of the house, were 
speakers, the women gathered with 
state chairmen to listen to political 
advice given by Republican Leader 
Lodge, of the senate, and Mr. Hays. 

“T will not discuss the league of 
nations,” said Mr. Lodge, “although 
it has been on my mind alittle. The 
league of nations is not a party 
question. It is an American qués- 
tion and if there is anything that 


the republican party can.do it is to 
dispose of American questions,” 


Women Congratulated. 
Both Senator Lodge and Mr. Hays 
congratulated the women on their 
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entrance into politics, the latter 
also telling the conference that the 
women must forget to work as a 
woman’s organization, but as part 
of the republican organization. 
Senator Cummins, greeting the 
women as “fellow republicans,” at 
the banquet tonight, criticised Pres- 


ident Wilson for alleged seizure of 
legislative functions of congress. 

“For six years,” he said, “there 
has been a continuous determined 
effort in the executive department 
to acquire all the powers of gov- 
ernment save only judicial author- 
ity, and even that his not entirely 
escaped unwarrantable interference. 
During the whole of the present ad- 
ministration the real representatives 
of the people, chosen to make laws 
and establish policies have done 
little more than to record the will 
of an,absolute master.” 

Speaker Gillett spoke of the leg- 
islative work before the sixty-sixth 
congress and added that “with or 
without the co-operation of the ad- 
ministration we shall hope to estab- 
lish the government once more on 
a basis of efficiency and economy, 
and relieve business of the heavy 
hand of government.” 

Women to Help Immeasurabiy. 

“What we need in this country,” 
said Mr. Hays at the banquet, “is 
not less politics, but more attention 
to politics. The individual who is 
too busy to take part in politics 
has no just complaint to _ make, 
whatever happens—he is riding on 
another person’s ticket. Our na- 
tional strength rests only in that 
patriotism which moves us every 
day to discharge the debt we own 
this nation by making and keeping 
conditions right in this country. 
am convinced that the complete 
participation by the women in po- 
litical affairs will help immeasur- 
ablv in this direction.” 

Mr. Hays said that although 
“three months were wasted,” before 
the extra session of congress was 
called, republican control there 
would “function as quickly as pos- 
sible consistent with the importance 
of the subject matter and with leg- 
islation moving in the direction of 
economy and efficiency.” He con- 
eluded that all “innumerable prob- 
lems. all incident to the: readjust- 
ment” would be considered by con- 
gress. 

The conference and banquet were 
held under the auspices of the re- 
publican woman’s national execu- 
tive committee, of which Mrs. Medill!

Nine and Half Blocks 
Burned—Damage Is Es- 
timated at $750,000, 
With Three-fourths In- 
sured. 


Mobile, Ala., May 22.—Mobile to- 
night shows little evidence of the 
after effects of the fire which de- 
stroyed nine and a half blocks of 
homes in the southern part of the 
city, doing damage estimated at 
$750,000 with about three-fourths 
of that amount insured. Early this 
morning steps for relief were well 
under way and tonight it is not be- 
lieved a single person feels the pang 
of hunger. Mobile will take care 
of her own. This was, decided at 
a@ meeting of the relief commit- 
tee. For a few hours during the 
afternoon voluntary contributions 
of over $5,000 were received. They 
came in amounts ranging from $500 
to $100. 

Complete investigation of the ef- 
fects of the fire reveals the fact 
that not a single one of the numer- 
ous industries of Mobile, which were 
threatened by the fire, was dam- 
aged. This escape insures employ- 
ment the fire sufferers, many 
of whom lived close to the ship- 
and other plants. Heads 
of industrial concerns here have 
announced that they stand ready to 
give immediate ‘assistance to any 
of their employees in need of help. 
This action, coupled with the work 
of the relief organization, seems to 
have completely forestalled possi- 
bility of suffering or exposure 
among the people. 

While no definite action has been 
taken it is understood that a plan 
is being worked out which will 
enable owners of property in the 
devastated area to be rebuilt. 
Among other things it is the in- 
tention to provide money at low 
interest to stimulate rebuilding. 

Tonight a forest of chimneys 
stand out as lonely sentinels in a 
district which only a few hours 
ago was a neighborhood of hun- 
dreds of Mobilians, happy and con- 
tented.

The 
Germar?r has no intention of perform- 
ing. He has announced in advance 
that the treaty of peace will be for 
him another scrap of paper. He 
does mot recognize that responsi- 
bility for the war is his. He does 
not admit that the war was lost on 
the battlefield. He is building up a 
national belief that Germany was 
tricked into signing the armistice by 
false promises made by President 
Wilson; that, having laid down its 
arms, Germany has been shamefully 
betrayed and has no moral obliga- 
tions to.comply with the terms of 
the treaty of peace, 

In sum, therefore, the ° actual 
signing of the treaty of peace by 
Germany is of relatively less impor- 
tance than it would seem. Whether 
he sign or not, the German plan to 
evade. He means to continue to 
compel thé allies to maintain armies 
in Germany. He will quibble and 
resist the application of every pro- 
vision in the treaty of peace, and 
he hopes that the alliance will ul- 
timately disintegrate before he has 
been forced to comply with the 
terms of the treaty of peace. 


No Settlement Reached. 

It is clear, then, as I have sajd so 
often in these dispatches, that we 
have not reached a settlement in 
Europe. It is plain that no settle- 
ment with Germany was possible, 
because the German, now as at all 
times, declines the responsibility for 
the past and intends to avoid ob- 
ligations in the future. His men- 
tality remains incomprehensible, his 
purpose menacing, his signature 
worthless. 

A past master at propaganda, free 
once more to resume the type of 
campaign familiar to all Americans, 
the same Germans who a year ago 
were outlining a peace of violence, 
surpassing anything in modern his- 
tory, are now endeavoring to 
create public sentiment 
the allied peace terms, 
lied countries, by 
these terms with their 
terpretation of President 
fourteen points. When 
victorious, these Germans

own in- 
Wilson's 
they were 


of northern France. Now that they 
are defeated, they are proclaiming 
to the whole world the hypocricy of 
the allies in such cases as the Saar 
valley arrangement. Contemptuous 
of every purpose, every considera- 
tion of humanity, when it seemed 
to their interests, these Germans 
are now skilfully and artfully in- 
terpreting President Wilson's state- 
ments as if they had been a guar- 
antee that Germany, by surrender- 
ing, might escape, not punish- 
ment, but the duty of reparation. 
This is the situation as it exists at 
the present time. This is the mean- 
ing of the German tactics. 

They can best be understood by 
remembering that the old gang is 
still in charge in Germany; that 
they are animated by the old spirit 
and that they are endeavoring to 
use the principles to which they 
never subscribed to save them pay- 
ment of the costs of that war to 
which they universally consented 
and in responsibility for the ex- 
cess of which they unhesitatingly 
shared. Herself unchanged, Ger- 
many is endeavoring once more to 
use the idealism and liberalism of 
the nations she attacked to save 
herself and enable herself to play 
her old game in the world again.

Sheep-Growing Offers 
‘Unusual Opportunities 
For Farmers of Georgia 


That Georgia -is destined to be- 
come a great sheep-raising state is 
the opinion of W. J. Clarke, United 
States government sheep specialist, 
who for the last six months, in con- 
nection with the extension division 
of the Georgia state college of agri- 
culture, has been making a study 
of this state from a sheep-breeder’s 
standpoint. 

Discussing the present status of 
‘the sheep industry in Georgia, and 
its outlook for the future, Mr. 
Clarke, who was in Atlanta for a 
few hours yesterday, said: 

“During the past six months I 
have gone over, more or less thor- 
oughly, the state of Georgia and I 
feel that I can speak with some au- 


thority in regard to what this state 
is doing and what it can and will 
do in the near future, in the way 
of sheep production. 


“I feel that more sheep enthusiasm 
exists today among our farmers 
than ever existed before. The own- 
ers of wild mountain lands.~ and 


, coastal plains holdings are begin- 


ning to realize that they may just 
as well turn their idle pastures into 
veritable gold mines as to leave 
them to spring up

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THE POOR FISH. 

Once in a while, if you ever go 
fishing, you land one that carries 
either a portion of some other fish- 
erman’s tackle or the scars pro- 
duced by a former encounter. And 
you feel sorry for the poor fish. 

A gentleman writes to me that 
he has just finished smoking and 
inhaling the smoke of a cigarette, 
for the first time in two months. 
And he is a bit alarmed because the 
cigarette causes a sudden constric- 
tion of the throat or chest and a 
throbbing headache. 

I suppose the wary old trout feels 
considerably worried when he finds 
himself hooked for the second time. 

The cause of the gentleman’s 
symptoms is. probably something 
akin to the stage of sensitization 
which doctors call anaphylaxis, For 
instance, if you inject hypodermi- 


cally into a guineapig or other ani- 


mal a few drops of some “foreign” 
protein such as the clear blood se- 
rum of a horse or cow or dog, 
nothing in particular happens. If 
you keep injecting more of the for- 
eign protein every day or two noth- 
ing happens.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Is Any Family Immune to Cancer? 

While cancer occurs in some fam- 
ilies, don’t you think you are over- 
stating the facts when you declare 
that cancer occurs in every family? 
Is it fair to freighten thousands of 
laymen by telling them that can- 
cer exists in all families? (E. 
H.; -3.) 

ANSWER—A layman whose fam- 
ily enjoys good health is not going 
to worry much when I state the 
truth about cancer. Should any 
member of his family be ill, it may 
prove an incentive to prompt con- 
sultation of the family doctor if 
the possibility of cancer is realized.

So many tragedies have their incep- | 


tion in the senseless notion that 
“there is no cancer in our family,” 
that I feel justified in publishing 
what you consider a scare. Cancer 
is such a common disease that, at 
one time or another, every family 
is likely to have a case, not neces- 
sarily in this generation, but some 
time. It is fair to worry a thou- 
sand people a little bit for the sake 
of saving one individual perhaps. 
Boils in Machine Shops. 
Quite a number of machinists in 
our shops have boils on the hands 
and arms or face. I have heard 
that some government. commission 
investigated this trouble in shops 
and found that it is due to pollution 
of the cutting mixture or oil, which 
could be overcome by using some 
harmless disinfectant. Physicians 
and a city bacteriologist whom I 
have consulted about it have no in- 
formation. Can AS tell me any- 
thing about it? (F. B. S.) 
ANSWER—I know of no govern- 
ment investigation. Mr. M. D. Shie, 
a student of medicine, made an ex- 
haustive study of the problem in a 
large plant in 1916 and reported his 
observation in The Journal of the 
American Medical Association De- 
cember 8, 1917. By the use of chem- 
ical disinfection of the cutting mix- 
ture the prevalence of wound infec- 
tion was reduced from 5 per cent 


to Jess than :05 per cent, and boils 


practically disappeared. A _ cresol 
disinfectant was used. A very 
cheap and very efficient disinfectant 
for the purpose is the hygienic lab- 
oratory pine oil disinfectant, which 
can be prepared according to di- 
rections obtainable free in the de- 
scriptive pamphlet. (Report 304, U, 
S. Public Health Service, Washing- 
ton, D. C.)

Georgia has beén canned and sent to 
France to be served to American 
doughboys on and near the Rhine. 

Films entitled “God's Own Coun- 
try” and containing glimpses of 
Georgia lands and homes by the 
score are on their way to a French 
seaport from which they will be 
rushed to the army cantonments 
and camps in that country and in 
Germany in an effort to turn the 
mind of soldiers soon to be dis- 
charged to the advantages of Amer- 
ican farm land in general and 
southern farm Jand.in particular, 

J. C. Carter, official photographer 
for the reclamation service of the 
department of the interior, told a 
representative of The 
that thousands of feet of films were 
made ‘in the state of 
this purpose and that they will go 
not only to France, but also to army 
camps in all parts 
States to show the tremendous pos- 
sibilities in southern lands. 

- Shown in 250 Places, 

The French end of the enterprise 
is being handled by the Knights of 
Columbus and the canned scenery is 
being taken over seas by — Miss 
Elizabeth Marbury for exhibition in 
Knights of Columbus huts. This 
means that they will be shown in 
250 places where American service 


men are being constantly entertain- | 


ed and that their message will be 
backed up by the = organization 
which the fraternity has devoted to 
attracting soldiers to farm lands 
and finding them jobs and homes.

Traffic league, which is composed

This call was issued Wednesday 
evening by the executive commit- 
tee of the league, which held an 
all-day session in Atlanta, and the 
coming convention will bring to- 
gether hundreds of the most im- 
portant business men in the south 
for a conference in this city. It 
was stated, however, by Colonel 
Charles E. Cotterill, general coun- 
sel, that the above date is subject 
to change. 

The primary object of the con- 
vention of the league will be to 
discuss ways and means for bring- 
ing the case of the shipper before 
congress in such manner as to se- 
cure advantages for the business 
men that have been contended for 
by them for many years. The ship- 
pers of the south regard this as an 
opportune time to secure adjust- 
ments and reforms in rate-making,
